SC CONSULTATIONS ON UNDOF-- 

SC MET JAN. 8 FOR INFORMAL CONSULTATIONS. AT REQUEST OF 
USSR THROUGH BYELORUSSIAN SC PRES, AND PREPARED AND SENT 
TO SYG ROUTINE LETTERS OF ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF SYG'S LETTERS 
CONCERNING APPOINTMENT OF NEXT UNDOF COMMANDER AND RE- 
PLACEMENT FOR PERUVIAN CONTINGENT. SOVIETS’ MAIN PURPOSE 
CLEARLY HAD BEEN TO PROVIDE OCCASION TO RESTATE THEIR 
TRADITIONAL VIEWS ON PARAMOUNTCY OF SC IN PEACEKEEPING 
OPERATIONS, BUT SOVIET AMB MALIK GOT LITTLE OF WHAT HE SOUGHT. 
BYELORUSSIANS AND SOVIETS BOTH RAISED "FREEDOM OF 
MOVEMENT" QUESTION BUT DID NOT ASK THAT ANY MESSAGE OR 
REQUEST BE CONVEYED TO SYG. ACCORDING TO SECRETARIAT. 

SYG IS NOW SOUNDING OUT ARGENTINA, COLOMBIA, ECUADOR 
AND BRAZIL REGARDING THEIR WILLINGNESS TO PROVIDE REPLACE- 
MENT IN UNDOF FOR PERUVIAN CONTINGENT. (CONFIDENTIAL— OURTEL 060) 

PEACEKEEPING— 

EXPRESSING OPINION THAT AD HOC COMITE ON CHARTER OF UN 
WILL INEVITABLY GET INTO PEACEKEEPING FUNCTION, OVINNIKOV 
(USSR) TOLD AMB SCHAUFELE HE THEREFORE WOULD LIKE TO 
FINISH QUESTION OF PEACEKEEPING GUIDELINES BEFORE COMITE 
CONVENES THIS SUMMER. HE POINTED OUT "MOSCOW IS OBSESSED" 

BY NECESSITY OF ASSURING PERM SC MEMBERS INFLUENCE IN 
PEACEKEEPING OPERATIONS AND BELIEVES US HAS NOT RESPONDED 
SATISFACTORILY ON ISSUE. AMONG CONSIDERATIONS MENTIONED 
BY SCHAUFELE IN REPLY WERE THAT: IT APPEARED SOVIETS 
WISHED TO SETTLE OVERALL PROBLEM OF ROLE OF PERM MEMBERS 
BEFORE DISCUSSING ANYTHING ELSE, WHEREAS US BELIEVED THERE 
WAS GOOD POSSIBILITY OF RESOLVING PROBLEM IN PROCESS 
OF NEGOTIATIONS ON GUIDELINES; AND US ALREADY MADE 
CONCESSIONS AND HE QUESTIONED WHETHER ANY FURTHER 
INITIATIVE OR CONCESSIONS COULD BE MADE IN ABSENCE OF

SOVIET QUERY ABOUT KOREA- 
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OVINNIKOV (USSR) ASKED AMB SCHAUFELE IF US PLANNED SC 
ACTION ON KOREA. HE POINTED OUT US COSPONSORED GA RES 3333 
AND HE WONDERED WHAT US HAD IN MIND. SCHAUFELE EXPRESSED 
OPINION THAT QUESTION OF UN COMMAND COULD NOT BE RESOLVED 
IN SC, BUT SC COULD APPROVE AGREEMENT REACHED BY PARTIES 
AND SIGNATORIES TO ARMISTICE. WHEN OVINNIKOV RECALLED THAT RES 
ESTABLISHING UN COMMAND WAS ILLEGAL IN SOVIET VIEW, SCHAUFELE 
RESPONSED THAT CHINESE AND NORTH KOREANS ALSO CONSIDERED 
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IT ILLEGAL BUT BOTH SIGNED ARMISTICE WITH UNC WHICH HAD BEEN 
ESTABLISHED BY THIS "IT .LEGAL" SC RES. IMPRESSION GIVEN BY 
OVINNIKOV WAS THAT SOVIETS HAVE NO STRONG FEELINGS ABOUT
